DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 2 - 3, filed June 27, 2008, with respect to 
claims 1-22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103(a) 
rejections of claims 1-22 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references teach or suggest the separation of DHA (docosahexaenoic acid, 
C22:5) enriched free fatty acid fraction from EPA (eicosapentaenoic acid, C20:5) 
enriched ester fraction by molecular distillation.
